Europe, constructive agencies, public 
and private, are at work on this side 
of the Atlantic, and resources of peace 
are being concentrated to overcome 
the effects of the world war. 

All information reaching govern- 
mental departments here indicates 
that the gloom and depression which 
overtook business enterprise in the 
United States when the war storm 
burst is slowly drawing aside, and 
glimpses of present and coming pros- 
perity are visible. 

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 

The hopeful outlook for American 
ventures was summarized today by 
Secretary Redfield in a letter to the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, in which he declared: 

Let the worst be said and admitted 
that can be said respecting existing 
business difficulties in America, our 
condition still remains hot only rela- 
tively bright, but rapidly improving, 
and in many respects both prosperous 
and promising.” 

The Secretary's letter follows: 

“A manufacturer whese- as 
in Liege or Lille would find no strong 
ground Aar cheer in the condition of 
either of these industrial centers. In 
either of these cities financial, eco- 
nomic, possibly even physical destruc- 
tion would threaten his business. One 
cannot but sympathize with the mis- 
fortunes that have befallen industries 
in all the belligerent countries and 
be, therefore, so much more grateful 
that no like fate threatens our own. 
“Let the worst be said and admitted 
that can be said respecting existing 
business difficulties in America, our 
condition still remains ot only rela- 
tively bright, but rapidly improving, 
and in many respects both prosperous 
and promising. There is always room 
in a country as large as ours, with 
such various conditions as exist in 
its different portions, for the pes- 
simist to find some hook on which 
he can hang his mournful prophecies.

“The truth lies between, but no ob- 
server of the large movements in our 
commerce today fails to recognize the 
great improvement that has been 
made in business conditions within 
the last few weeks and which is still 
progressing.

The 
course of exchange has become more 
normal. Clearinghouse certificates 
are being retired. Large sums of 
emergency notes have been with- 
drawn, and with the opening of the 
Federal reserve system great addi- 
tional supplies of loanable funds have 
become available. There is no longer 
serious concern over our financial 
future. 

“One can look back calmly now to 
the first weeks of August, when there 
was a wheat embargo which some 
feared might mean sad loss to many 
of our farmers. Those same farmers 
are prosperous today, for wheat ex- 
ports have been unprecedented in 
amount and at profitable prices. 
“Cotton has begun to move, and 
existing. arrangements surmise relief 
from the shadow which has 80 long 
hung over our fellow-citizens in the 
South.

ROAR OF CANNON DESS VIOLENT 
ON THE YPRES FIELD. 
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Belgians Cut New Holes in Dikes 
and a Heavy Fall of the Beautiful 
Occurs in the Vosges, Which 
Makes Army Movements 

Impossible. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
PARIS, Nov. 16.— The usual hail of 


steel and the surging of armies in 
Northern France and Belgium seemed 
to have met with obstacles today, for 
the roar of cannon was less violent 
and the troops scarcely came in con- 
tact with each other. It is generally 
believed here that new inundations 
started by the Belgians put many of 
the German guns out of action and 
also prevented the movements of 
troops. 
It is almost impossible to gain an 
accurate insight into the prodigious 
action that is stretching over the 300- 
mile front and at the ends of which 
the fighting has been extremely se- 
vere during the last three weeks. The 
continuous night marches and attacks 
made by the Germans which have 
been met by counter attacks from the 
allies near Dixmude and Ypres, how- 
ever, are said to have resulted in a 
considerable thrusting back of the 
Germans. 

In a coal basin in Northern France 
which is partly occupied by the Ger- 
mans arid which has been the scene 
of heavy fighting, the long lines of 


mall houses belonging to the miners 


now form a capital shelter for the in- 
fantry, who frequently are in 
hand-to-hand conflicts. 

These combats of cold steel have 
seen the British infan engaged 


lagainst the Prussian guar and de- 


seriptions of the fighting from the 
front paint the encounters as terrible. 
The Prussians fought four deep—the 
front rank lying down, secon 
rank kneeling, and the third rank 
standing erect. The British fire, it is 
said, caused an awful slaughter, and 
finally when the British charged with 
the bayonet before the 

could bring their machine guns into 
action hundreds of men fell. 

The siege operations along the re- 
mainder of the line find the troops 
of both sides apparently immobile. 
But the allies continue daily their 
work of sapping and approaching the 
German positions and there is said 
to be the possibility of a general as- 
sault at any moment. 

Heavy falls of snow in the Vosges 
Mountains lasting over twenty-four 
hours have made the movement of 
artillery most difficult. The fighting 
there is almost at a standstill. 

Reports from the front tell of a 
brilliant feat of a British Infantry de- 
tachment of eighty men who were 
cut off at night from their command 
and took refuge in a wood during a 
fog. The wood was surrounded by 
Germans. At dawn the British heard 
the French attacking and decided to 
charge with the bayonet at the rear 
of the Germans, of whom they cap- 
tured 400, it is said. 

A regiment of French hussars near 
Ypres stuffed a number of uniforms 
with straw and attached them to 
wounded horses. they drove 
into the German lines. While the Ger- 
mans were firing at the dummies on 
horseback, it is said, the hussare 
charged their flank and took a large 
number of prisoners.

In this 
dofument the Pontiff attributes the war 
to four causes, namely, the lack of 
mutual and sincere love among men, 
contempt of authority, injustice on the 
part of one class of the people 
lagainst another, and the consideration 
of material welfare as the sole object 
of human activity. 
The encyclical begins by drawing 
a horrible picture of the present war 
and by calling upon the rulers and 
the peoples to end the fratricidal 
fight, in order that the dawn of the 
new Pontificate be blessed by peace 
throughout the world. 

“The present bloody war is terrible, 
because, the encyclical declares, it is 
le of souls as well as a strug- 

the soul being the 
origin of the body. 
After making reference to the doc-

ys: 

“The spirit of Christ does not reign 
today. e people talk of brother- 
hood more.than they ever have be- 
fore, yet brotherhood is ignored today 
to a degree greater than ever before.

The Pope expresses the view that 
to about the desired change it 
will necessary to extirpate the se- 
cret root of all evils, which he de- 
iscribed as the view that material 
is the only object of life. 
The second part of the encyclical 
is devoted to an appeal for peace 
within the church. It urges the sup- 
pression of all differences and in par- 
ticular the extirpation of the evil 
growth of modernism, together with 
the evil modernistic spirit which 
seeks novelty in everything. 
The pretense of emancipation of 
human civil authority from Ged 
causes the links between superiors and 
inferiors to become daily looser. Sov- 
ereign rulers should consider this and 
see whether it is wise to divorce them- 
selves from the religion of Christ, 
whether it is good policy to banish 
the gospel from education. The prin- 
ciple that men, being equal in nature, 
must also be equal socially, is false. 
Arguments to the contrary fill souls 
with anger, inspire class hatred and 
fill life with struggles. The only rem- 
edy is to teach the fundamental pre- 
cept of the gospel, and to love each 
other the more.’ 
The Pope's appeal urging peace in 
Rurope follows a pastoral letter from 
the Pontiff issued early in Septem- 
ber, in which he exhorted the heads 
of the nations engaged in hostilities 
o end the present reign of ruin, dis- 
r and bloodshed. The Pope then 
said the spectacle of the conflict filled 
him with horror and sadness, and 
that he hoped not only for the end 
of this war, but of all wars.

The combined German and Austrian 
armies,.which, by a well-timed and 
well-executed change of front, and 
with timely reinforcements, were able 
to sweep through Poland to the line 
of the Vistula, threatening Warsaw 
and Ivangorod, were in turn out- 
flanked by the masses of Russia's 
command and have fallen back to 
their own trenches. 

Timid inhabitants of the border 
regions are leaving their homes for 
the interior. Professional pessimists 
draw long faces, and a certain amount 
of disquietude is being manifested in 
efvilian circles in Berlin. 

There are many indications, how- 
ever, that the retirement before War- 
saw is not that of a beaten army, but 
of one which, realizing that it had 
failed in its object of a surprise cam- 
paign, promptly changed its strategic 
Plan and retreated. 

Predictions are hazardous, but the 
great news of the next fortnight may 
come from the armies facing on Po- 
lanad’s wintry fields. The common re- 
port is that Gen. Von Hindenburg is 
ready to accept or to give battle on 
the new ground he has chosen.

Soon after American Consul Sun 
man telegraphed from Mexico City 
early in the day that hostilities be- 
tween the forces of the convention 


Secretary Bryan made public the 
brief message, which was dated 7 p.m. 
yesterday, but made no comment on 
it. Although the dispatch itself was 
delayed in reaching here, from no oth- 
er source in Mexico had come word of 
a similar nature. Officials thought it 
not unlikely that in the interest of 
domestic peace both Gens. Carranza 
and Villa would retire from their po- 
sitions of authority and leave Mexico 
while the national government was 
reorganized. 

In view of the fact that neither 
preas dispatches nor telegrams to the 
Constitutionalist agency made men- 
tion of a successful outcome of peace 
conferences, however, there was a dis- 
position in some quarters to await 
further advices from Carranza, who is 
at Cordoba, before accepting the in- 
formation given to Special Agent Ca- 
nova by the Mexican generals at the 
Aguascalientes convention.

LONDON, Nov. 16, 6:08 p.m.—The

“If aid is to come from anywhere 
for the vast masses of industrious peo- 
ple who have been driven from their 
homes and deprived of the means of 
livelihood, it should come, and can 
only come, from this great and rich 
country, which, because of ita happy 
isolation from the complications 
which disturb the peace of Europe, is 
alone in the world able to furnish 
the aid which common humanity and 
Christian practice enjoin. 

“America has already done much to 
relieve the well-nigh intolerable and 
hopeless situation existing in Belgium, 
and doubtless will do much more. A 
measure of the lief that has 
gone to t splendid and industrious 
people, who are the victims of ambi- 
tions and policies in which they have 
no interest, has emanated from this. 


country. 
‘ ON VAST SCALE. 

“Upon a vast scale temporary ald 
to the starving has been furnished. 
Perhaps not adequate ald and perhaps 
in many instances furnished through 
defective and badly-organized chan- 
nels. It is safe to say that but for 
these spontaneowts aids thousands 
would have starved in Belgium. The 
aid so far furnished was practical 
except as it was lacking in the ele- 
ments of continuity and permanency. 
“This great movement of spontane- 
ous charity has been supplemented by 
the purely humanitarian and philan- 
thropic work of the Los Angeles 
Times and the Chicago Tribune in or- 
ganizing and supporting a movement 
for bringing hither as many as pos- 
sible of the thousands of homeless 
Belgian children. This work, if car- 
ried out upon a large scale, will not 
only mitigate in a considerable meas- 
ure the horrors of the Belgian situa- 


conditions favorable to their future 
citizenship, children of the best and 
most virile blood of Europe, who will 
give good account of themselves in 
future years. 20 

All ot these measures whether 
spontaneous and unorganized or busi- 
neas-like and practical, have accom- 
plished good, but they do not appear 
to me to really reach the root of the 
situation, which, it must be remem- 
bered, fs a permanent one, certain to 
exist for not leas than two years. The 
situation should therefore be dealt 
with by remedies and methods which 
will permanently heal these conditions 
instead of temporarily alleviating the 
evile which flow from them. In my 
judgment, the best and only practical 
way to help the homeless Belgians is 
to bring them here, to the free and 
ordinarily prosperous republic, under 
tible with 
pelf-respect 
and manhood, and which, as far as 
we are concerned, will present the 
Gouble aspect of philanthropy and 
business enterprise. 

“California has vast areas of rich 
and fruitful land rapidly being sup- 
plied through the organization of 
great companies and by individuals 
with the water whigh seems to have 
deem the only absent element essential 
to fertility. Without in the slightest 
degree overcrowding or burdening the 
State, her population might readily be 
threefold what it is today, increasing 
her development and taxable resources 
to the same extent. The population 
necessary to bring this about will not 
be found in other parts of the United 
States and such undirected and un- 
restricted elements as may come from 
Burepe have proved and will prove 
unsatisfactory. 

“California’s splendid energies and 
enterprise should therefore be or- 
ganized expeditiously, but thoroughly, 
and with the double purpose of re- 
Heving the intolerable situation exist- 
ing in Belgium, and at the same time 
reaping through the channels of a 
practical and self-helping philan- 
thropy great benefits to the State. To

PASSING IT ALONG. 

The line of responsibility is traced 
from the people down through the 
Council to the city manager, from 
him to the directors of departments, 
and then on down through the de- 
tail work of the departments to the 
lowest employee in the city service. 

The proposition is that on the first 
Monday in next July, when the city 
administration changes hands, the 
Mayor may appoint department di- 
rectors temporarily if none has beer 
certified from the civil list. 

The Council may create advisory 
committees for each department head 
so that the directors will have the 
benefit of advice of men who are 
now serving in honorary capacities 
for the city on boards and commis- 
sions. 

The Mayor retains veto powers, ex- 
cept that the time for holding up 
an act of the Council is reduced from 
ten to five days. The same number 
of votes, two-thirds of the Council, 
is necessary to override a veto, but 
the veto of the Mayor has the effect 
of forcing a reconsideration. 

The Councilmen must meet dally, 
must devote all their time to the 
city, and must announce hours when 
they will receive callers on city busi- 
ness. 

The plan is worked out by the Ef- 
ficiency Commission and particularly 
by Jesse D. Burks, efficiency expert 
of the city, in conjunction with the 
City Attorney, Assistant City Attorney 
and various members of the Council. 
It is said by Mr. Burks that the plan 
not only will merease the power of 
the Council, but will really centralize 
it and set a more definite line of re- 
sponsibility, in reality bringing the 
people into closer touch with their 
city government. 
BOROUGH SYSTEM. 


The proposed plan to establish a 
borough system is in line with the 
promises made by the Annexation 
Commission to the people of San Fer- 
nando Valley and other sections de- 
sirous of being annexed. The dis- 
tribution of Owens River water is de- 
pendent entirely upon annexation, and 
the outlying sections, which have 
tentatively agreed to come into Los 
Angeles have asked that Boards of 
Public Works be created in the newly- 


local 
needs. 

Forty per cent. of the residents in 
a- district proposed for organization 
into a borough apply to the Council 
for the establishment of the borough 
system. This applies, however, only 
to new territory. 
if a majority in-the district is favor- 
able to borough formation, provide for 
the appointment or election of a 
Board of Public works, consisting of 
a president, an engineer and an in- 
spector, the appointment or election 
to be made by the-borough. The du- 
ties of the board shall correspond to 
the duties now performed by a Board 
of Public Works in the city. 


TAKE NONE AWAY. 


The voters of the borough may add 
to the powers already vested in the 
City Council, so far as the borough 
is concerned, but may not take away 
any of the powers now existing. For 
the financial support of the borough 
there shall be created a borough fund. 
The city, which collects the taxes 
from the 
upon the same basis as taxes are paid 
in the city, shall apportion the rev- 
enue to the maintenance of the 
borough, thus allowing the same pro 
rata of expenditure in the borough 
on the amount of taxes it pays is 
spent in the city. Thus the funds of 
the borough are spent upon the needs 
of the borough, except that portion 
which goes toward the general. n- 
tenance of the city government. 

The borough is invested with 1 - 
lative powers, to enact any legislation 
falling within the scope of police 
power. 

The Council is undecided whether 
to put the amendment for proportion- 
al representation again before the 
people. This was defeated in 1913 by 
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a small majority. It provides that 
any section of the city may vote, as 
stockholders in a corporation are al- 
lowed to vote, for a single candidate 
for Councll, instead of for eight mem- 
bers, thus making the voting strength 
eight times as great for any one can- 
didate. 

The City Attorney and his force are 
busy whipping the proposed charter 
amendments into shape for the elec- 
tion, and expects to have them ready 
for the Council to pass upon either 
this morning or tomorrow. If the 
election is held December 28. the 
propositions will have to be placed 
before the people not later than to- 


morrow. 
TO BOOST EGG PRICES. 
Poultrymen of Altadena and Pasa- 
dena Form Protective Association 


and Accuse the Jobbers. 


Believing that they are not getting 
a fair deal from the jobbers, the ess 
producers of Altadena and Pasadena 
have formed a co-operative association 
and plan to make a thorough investi- 
gation with the idea of advancing prices 
for fresh local eggs to a figure com- 
mensurate with the amount of work 
entailed and particularly with the in- 
creased cost of feed. 

In a letter addressed to poultrymen 
of Southern California by a committee 
consisting of J. M. Wright, W. H. El- 
lis and J. H. Tumbach, attention is 
directed to the fact that fresh local 


eggs are selling 16 per cent. lower this 
year than last at the same time de- 
epite the fact that feed is 15 per cent. 
higher and the production is slightly 
lower. They declare that unfair and 
arbitrary prices are being fixed by the 
wholesalers and that if this condition 
is not remedied it may seriously and 
permanently affect the egg-producing 
business here. 

The jobbers claim that the differ- 
ence in prices is not their fault; that 
the retail dealers have been selling 
eastern eges as fresh ranch eggs in the 
local market and thereby making it 
impossible to get the best prices for 
local stock; that the demand is the 
principal factor in making the prices 
and that they are not arbitrary in the 
quotations which are daily posted at 
the produce exchange on the 
of actual egg sales.

It James W. Webber, an inmate of 
the Soldiers’ Home, had been satisfied 
with the pension he drew from the 
government for about twenty years 
and not made an application for an in- 
crease under the law of 1912 he might 
still be getting his allowance of $8 a 
month and the alleged fact that he 
has successfully impersonated his 
brother, John Webber, dead more than 
forty years, would never have been 


discovered. 

On May 20, 1912, James W. Webber 

is alleged to have made an affidavit, 
necessary in securing an increase of 
pension, to the effect that his name 
was John Webber; that he enlisted at 
Hebron, Licking county, Ohio, and 
served as a member of Co. G. Seventy- 
sixth Ohio Regiment of Volunteers, 
and was discharged from the service 
at Columbus, June 28, 1862. 
It is declared that this record is that 
of his brother, John Webber, and that 
he is the man described as John Web- 
ber; that he never enlisted at Hebron, 
nor was discharged at Columbus; that 
he is not 70 years of age; in a word, 
that he has been inpersonating his 
dead brother. who did serve his coun- 
try for more than a year. 

Webber was arrested by Deputy 
United States Marshal Moore yesterday 
and was arraigned before Judge Well- 
born, following his indictment by the 
Federal grand jury. He said he was 
in hard luck and could not employ an 
attorney. In default of $2000 bail he 
was committed to the County Jail 
The court will name an attorney to

It is understood that the indictment 
against Webber was based on informa- 
tion secured from his relatives in the 
East. He has been an inmate of the 
home for a number of years, it is 
stated.

CRIMES IN ONE. 


IN THE LIMELIGHT. 


— — 


Many Persons Wronged in Charge 
of Murder and Contempt Com- 
mitted Against Thirteen Judges, 
Declares Attorney—Considered by 
Jurists Attacked, Says Court. 


The alleged contemptuous and libel- 
ous affidavit of John Lapique, filed in 
the Probate Court in the ierre 
Agoure estate last week, was averted 
to by Henry T. Gage, one of the coun- 
sel representing the estate, in a state- 
ment before the court, yesterday. Mr. 
Lapique and the various attorneys 
were present at the continued hearing 
on the former’s motions for a change 
of venue and a new trial, both of 
which Judge Rives denied after Mr. 
statement. 

Mr. Gage stated that Mr. Lapique 
had committed at least two public of- 
fenses and perhaps a dozen. 

“He committed libel against every 
Individual referred to in his infamous 
charge of murder,” he “He 
committed contempt against thirteen 
judges whom he named. Whenever 
aman steps into this court and in- 
sults the judiciary of this State I 
take offense at it, and I think it my 
duty as a citizen to take offense at it. 
Whenever he libels the attorneys in 
the case I think it my duty to be of- 
fended at what he says. 

“It may not hurt me personally, 
but after a struggle of a lifetime, ten 
years hence, it might be said that the 
men libelled had a bad character. 
They might say it in looking over this 
affidavit and reading what Mr. La- 
pique said concerning the judiciary 
ten years hence. He charged them 
as being corrupt, and not one word 
has ever been said in refutation of 
that. 

“If the judges of this court think 
such things. ought to go unpunished, 
that is their concern, but so far as I 
am concerned as an individual, I de- 
sire time in which to file an affidavit 
denouncing and cofitradicting every 
word this infamous man has said 
concerning my connection with the 
murder or my correctness as a law- 
yer. Such an affidavit as he has filed 
should not be permitted to go un- 
challenged.” 

“I consent to the continuance for 
that purpose,” said Mr. Lapique. 

“The judges have under considera- 
tion this very affidavit.” stated Judge 


Rives, “and the allegations von- 
tained in it.” .

GIRLS CHARGE 
UNNERVES HIM. 


Joted Charity Worker will 
Resign, He Says. 


Free on Bail; Habeas Corpus 
A pplication Made. 


Pastor, Brother of Accused, 
with Him in Court. 


Temporarily free upon $5000 bail, 
Herbert W. Lewis, noted charity 
worker, arrested Sunday upon the 
charges of Ida Niles, his 15-year-old. 
ward, announced yesterday that he 
will immediately place his resigna- 
tion as State Superintendent of the 
Children's Home Society in the hands 
of its directorate. 

Rallying to the support of Mr. 
Lewis, his friends besieged the Cen- 


tral Police Station yesterday in such 
mumbers that it was deemed neces- 
sary to forbid him visitors entirely. 
Shortly after, however, he was taken 
before Superior Judge Wood, who re- 
leased him upon $5000 bail anti this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock, at which time 
a habeas corpus proceedings will be 
heard. The writ was applied for ves- 
terday morning by Mr. Lewias friends 
and entirely without his knowledge. 
he said. The bondsmen are Dr. 
Francis B. Kellogg, vice-president. and 
Julius A. Brown, president of the Chil- 
dren's Home Society of California. 

Rev. Charles D. Lewis, pastor of 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Alhambra, was with his accused 
brother in court. After the hearing 
a gray-bearded man approached and 
shook his hand. 

“Brother Charles said the strang- 
er. The latter proved to be his 
brother-in-law, Reuben Clark, who 
had not seen either Herbert or Charlies 
fer a quarter of a century. The meet- 
fmm was affecting under the peculiar 
circumstances which brought them al! 
into court. 

The warrant for Mr. Lewis was is- 
sued yesterday in San Francisco. The 
complaint was based upon the story 
of the Niles girl that Mr. Lewis took 
her to the Bay City, was responsible 
for her condition, and had defrayed 
the expense of an unlawful operation. 
His friends declared yesterday that 
the records of the California Hospita! 
of an operation three years ago wil! 
establish that Mr. Lewis is guiltless. 

Besides the cheering calis of friends. 
several bouquets were sent to Mr. 
Lewis's cell, No. & Despite the fact 
that the Methodist ministers’ meet- 
ing vesterday morning adopted resolu- 
tions of confidence and evidence of 
the unshaken trust of those who know 
him best, Mr. Lewis was slightly pes- 
simistic regarding the effect of the 
young girl's challenge. He had not 
slept a wink during the night and 
confessed une nervoug tension of his 
Situation was wearing him down. 

“T cannot but think that the mere 
charge such as this is fatal.” he said. 
“A man can never rehabilitate him- 
self; never occupy the same position 
in the eves of the world. I have 


long realized these charges as one 


of the hazards of my profession and 


with the girls entrusted’ to me. But 
me charges have been made; they 
will be easily disproved, but so deli- 
cate is a position such as mine that 
the merest breath of scandal injures 
my usefulness. I know this; it is 
@n inherent factor of the situation. 
Societies such as that of which I 
am superintendent live upon public 
confidence. Realizing these things I 
shall most certainly resign. I wish 
the directors to be free to act in the 
best interests of their work.” 

Among Mr. Lewis's callers vester- 
day were two heads of families with 
which Ida Niles had lived. Wach re- 
lated that the girl had made similar 
charges while in their care. Other 
callers included Julius A. Brown, 
president of the Children's Home So- 
eclety; ex-Judge A. FE.

Hugh Gibson, 
county probation officer, and Roger 


M. Andrews, president of the Rotary. 
Club.
